BOSTON, Aug. 27.—Today witnessed a 


very prominent event in the great Knights 
Templar conclave in this city, the monster 
parade. All conditions were auspicious 
for the demonstration. The sun's rays 
obscured by a thick haze and a refreshing 
western breeze tempered the summer 
heat. 


Early Morning Scenes. 


Early morning scenes in the city streets 


were inspiring. 
Tens of thousands of 


Knights Templar, resplendent in uniform 
and regalia, were hastening hither and 
thither to gain their commanderies in 
preparation for the march. Early in the 
morning trains and street cars poured 
other tens of thousands of visitors from 
surrounding places into Boston's already 
crowded thoroughfares. 


MttBniflceiit Decorations. 


The city has seldom, if ever, been so 


elaborately decorated. Practically every 
building along the line of march, besides 
many of the side streets is clothed in 
color, with appropriate mottoes and 
masonic emblems 
intertwined 
with 


streamers and bunting. The elaborate 
decorations have been the admiration of 
the arriving multitudes for several days. 
This morning uniforms, flags, badges and 
the streets rivaled the bunting overhead 
in vividness of hue. 


The Immense Crowds. 


The note everywhere was one of joyful- 


ness and celebration. 
Brothers every-' 


where greeted brothers cordially. 
The 


color and movement and music made the 
city a brilliant dashing picture of life, 
with its crowded sidewalks, its long lines 
of orderly moving street cars, its miles of 
windows, story above story, filled with 
eager spectators, its numerous observa- 
tion stands—some of them of enormous 
proportions—early crowded with occu- 
pants, and resembling with the open 
spaces between vast amphitheatres filled 
with expectant populace. 


A Brilliant Scene. 


One needed only a tinge of dreaming 


sentiment to imagine time turned back- 
ward twenty or more centuries in its 
flight and the scenes of some famous 
Raman triumph reproduced, the mighty 
conqueror moving at the head of his em- 


1 battled hosts amid the plaudits of his 
countrymen. 


The slight cloud cast over the event by 


the action of the St. John's commandery 
of Providence was cleared away by their 
final consent to march in the greatest 
pogeant seen in Boston streets since the 
high water mark of the Grand Army pro- 
cession of 1890. 


The Procession Formed. 


The procession began forming in thir- 


teen divisions at 9 a. m. 
At 10.30 the 


three guns announcing the start of the 
parade, were fired, followed by the com- 
mand by a bugle sounded by Sir Knight 
Abbott Horton of DeMalay commandery, 
the bugler on General Lawrence's staff. 
General Lawrence was accompanied by 
Sir Edward Weston Nichols, Mayor Cur- 
tis and Sir Knight Charles Pierce, of the 
Boston commandery. The Boston corn- 
man Sery acted as escort and were pre- 
ceded by the aids led by Sir Knight 
Charles C. Frye, chief of the staff.

MIND READER IS ALL RIGHT. 


DRIVING BLINDFOLDED ABOUT NORTH 


ADAMS' STREETS. 


To- Find an Object Hidden by a Commit 


lee in the Rear of the Episcopal 


Church. 


Prof. Andrew J. Seymour, the famous 


mind reader, is no fake. Hundreds turned 
out on the streets this noon to see if he 
was or was not, and they found that he 
was an honest mind reader. 


Yesterday a committee composed of A. 


B. Wright, Cashier Wilkinson, W. H. 
Chase and H. G. Rowe were appointed to 
secrete some article, anywhere they chose 
and test Mr. Seymour's ability to find it. 
Today at noon these gentlemen met at 
Bartlett's drug store and saw the man 
who was to enter their minds and steal 
their secrets. A short session of the com- 
mittee and Prof. Seymour in a, rear room 
was held "just to get a guage of the difl'er- 
ent minds and get them working in the 
same line." Mr. Seymour found the lo- 
cation of two soars beneath the clothing 
of two of the gentlemen, by placing his 
hands on their forehead or at the back of 
the head. These tests were absolutely hon 
est and he located the spots on the body. 


Then the committee drove about several 


streets, stopping in several places, and hid 
a picture of McKinley and Reed under a 
door step in the rear of a house back ot 
the Episcopal church. 
Only they knew 


where it was. 
Returning to .Bartlett's 


store, Mr. Seymour, after trying to locate 
the general direction by grasping the 
hand of all the gentlemen of the commit, 
tee separately while each thought intently 
of the direction and he played a sort of 
piano tune on the back of the head with 
his fingers, himself blindfolded, and in a 
state of weak, mesmeric condition, as he 
told the writer. Mounting the carriage 
seat blindfolded, Mr. Seymour recklessly 
drove up Main street and Eagle street in- 
cidentally searing every occupant of the 
carriage, all of whom would have been 
glad to resign their official capacities as 
mesmeric subjects. 


In front of St. Francis church another 


long test was made of all the gentlemen. 
A new direction was given Mr. Seymour. 
Again mounting the driver's seat, and 
again scaring all his passengers, he start- 
ed pell mell back down Eagle. By Rice's 
drug store another test was made, and the 
mind-reading driver drove down Main 
and up Bank. By the TRANSCRIPT office 
another test was made, and at once Hon. 
A. B. Wright was led captive up Bank on 
to Summer street and a stop made in 
front of the Episcopal church. Then by 
a long search down along the little alley 
leading to the rear of the church, step by 
step, Mr. Seymour approached the hid- 
den picture, while a solid mass of men 
and boys crowded and pushed around. 
Finally he picked the object from a hole 
under a doorstep of the church sexton's 
home.

Important For Motbers.

of the list of the food substances that 
contain iron. As it is eo important to 
infant life Professor Bunge has been led 
to experiment on animals to see in what 
proportion iron is present in the system 
at different ages. He finds that the 
younger animals contain much more 
iron than adults. In a guinea pig or 
rabbit an hour old, for. instance, there 
is more than four times as much iron as 
in the samo animal 2}4 months old. 
He infers from this that a long^con- 
tiiraed exclusive milk diet is not good 
for babies, but should be supplemented 
by wheat preparations. —New York Sun.

There was a touching scene in the small 


room in the northwestern corner of the 
depot last evening.

REPRESENTATIVE DISTRICT QUESTION. 


Last week the TRANSCRIPT editorially 


favored the plan of separate representa- 
tive districts for this doming city and the 
town of Williamstown. 
It took this 


ground on these considerations; that 
North Adams has a right to all that be- 
longs to her; her population with that of 
Clarksburg (and possible Florida's), and 
the town's present rapid growth justly 
entitle us aa one community to two rep- 
resentatives In the General Court. North 
Adams has use for as much representa- 
tion in Boston as she can have; with 
ClMtaburg, which town should be kept 
in closest relations with us and is really a 
part of this town, North Adams is un- 
4eni»bly entitled to two representatives. 
That is the first and foremost considera- 
tion. There ia our right, and common wis- 
dom dictates accepting it. 


But it seems that some(we don't believe 


there are many) who favor a plan where- 
by North Adams would not get what be- 
longs to her. That is not North Adams' 
stylo as a rule, but the Sunday Democrat 
seems to favor snob a course. 
It says a 


double district is an "infliction." 
But it 


is very solicitous about Williamstown. 
What will become of poor Williamstownt 


Now there is no Infliction to North 


Adams certainly in having two repre- 
sentatives continuously in the General 
Court. But what about Williamstown, if 
we assume that the policy of looking out 
for home interests flrst is a pretty good 
plan? The fact is, that Williamstown 
does not enjoy representative association 
with North Adams in any degree and 
never will. That is admitted, 
Williams- 


town is tired of being overshadowed by 
North Adams, just as North Adams ia 
tired of Willlamstown's occasional politi- 
cal claims, even if just, as was the case 
last fall., Furthermore, as to the popula- 
tion of the Williamstown district. 
If 


necessary, the county commissioners may 
be able to find some fairer adjustment of 
the Third Berkshire district (the shoe- 
string district) with a population of less 
than WOO, than to leave Williamstown 
with its8000 people practically unrepre- 
sented aa at present, or let a part of our 
representative district go unrepresented. 
But that is a matter for the commission- 
ers to settle. 
The matter for North 


Adams is to get what belongs to her. 
There ia where North Adams people 
ought to stand and the Democrat, too. 


But a new panacea ia suggested. Next 


jeai-when this town is divided into city 
wards, the Democrat advocates this plan: 
"When the redistricting is to be done, 
North Adams will be divided into seven 
wards. What then is to prevent putting 
an end to the double district folly, and 
having part of the town a district by it- 
self, and the other wards part of another 
district?" 
Here is the objection. 
It 


•would give this town no district represen- 
tation df it own, more than before. Any 
portion of Williamstown taken to com- 
plete the second district and join to our 
wards would again be outnumbered and 
overshadowed by North Adams portion. 
Then the rest of Williamstown added to 
another district would be the smaller part 
of that district. Where is Williamstown's 
advantage in this? It would be a case of 
crucifixion between two thieves, 
if 


there'ever was a second oaae, How by 
this plan, can the Democrat sanely and 
soberly say in tuo same article "let Will- 
i«matowp have a district of its own. if 
p'ossible, where it can be tno big toad in 
the paddle." Where is the "district of 
its own" for Williamstown in this plan? 
Williamstown would be the small toad in 
two puddles and on a lively jump in both 
not to be annually devoured.

UNEXPECTED DELAY, 


The Work or Ice Making Not to Begin so 


Soon as Expected. 


C. F. Briggs & Co. have met with an un- 


expected delay in getting their ice plant 
in operation. The machinery is all in 
position and the trouble is with the boilers 
that furnish the steam power. There are 
two forty-horse power boilers that have 
been in use in the mill for years. They 
are insured by the Hartford Steam Boiler 
insurance company, which last year al- 
lowed them to run at a pressure of seventy 
pounds. The year for which they were 
insured expires September 1, and last 
week they were inspected with a view to 
insurance for nnother year. The inspec- 
tor would not allow the old pressure to be 
carried, and this curtailment leaves the 
company with not enough power to run 
the ioe plant in connection with their 
other machinery. In consequence a new 
boiler must be put in and this, Mr. Br.'sgs 
says, will take about six weeks. The two 
old boilers will be taken out and a new 
100-horse power boiler will take their 
place. This will furnish abundant power 
for all the machinery. 


This delay is much regretted by the 


company, which expected to be making 
ice by this time or before. If the old 
boilers could have been run at the old 
pressure they would have furnished suffi- 
cient power, and it was supposed they 
could be so run until the inspection was 
made last week. Mr. McDonald, who set 
up the ice plant, has gone home, but will 
return alter the new boiler is in and set 
the machinery in motion.

Commandery drill halls—from Maine to 


California—for weeks past have been in 
constant use, and under competent drill 
masters the Sir Knights hive been put 
through a course of "sprouts" which won 
for them the enthusiastic plaudits of tho 
multitude on the line of march. 


The street maneuvers include the for- 


mation of a variety of emblems symboli- 
cal of Tcniplarism, and are being executed 
with a precision only made possible by 
elose application to the practice drills.

BOSTON, Aug. 27.—Tho New England 


weather bureau issued the following bul- 
letin for the week ending Anp. 2tt: 


All the first part of the week was un- 


seasonably cool throughout New England, 
and light, frosts -.Tore general on Die morn- 
ing of the 2..\1, and also on the 21st in 
northern sections. 
No damage of any 


amount lias been reported, although ten- 
der plants and vinos were nipped, and 
some slight injury done to cranberries. A 
newspaper report states that snow fell on 
Mt. Washington on the 31st, with the 
temperature nt 28°. Tho mercury fell to 
30° at. Northfleld, Vt., on the morning of 
the 22d, and to 31° at Alstcad, N. H. At 
Concord, Mass., a terrestrial radiation 
thermometer, located in the grass a few 
inches from the ground, registered 8:3°, 
while in the shelter several feet above the 
ground it was 39.6s. Showery conditions 
prevailed in northern sections the first 
part of the week, but in the south it had 
been generally fair, and very little rain 
had fallen in any part of New England. 
Strong winds have had a drying effect, 
and the top of the soil is feeling the need 
of rain in most places. The dry weather 
has served to hold in check the potato 
disease. It has bee'n slightly too cool for 
the best ripening of corn and other crops 


Kb Serious Damage. 


Generally favorable weather has pre- 


vailed- in Maine, although it has been 
showery in northern sections. It was too 
cool the first part of the week for the best 
advancement of crops, and light frosts 
were general on the morning of the 23d; 
no damage of amount has been reported. 
Grain is generally free from rust, and has 
been favorably affected by the weather. 
Apples are reported to be dropping badly. 
The weather has been unfavorable for the 
advance of potato blight and rot, and there 
are no reports of mnch damage from either 
disease. Blackberries are ripening well. 


Heavy Rain Needed. 


Frost was general in the valleys in New 


Hampshire on the morning of the 22d, 
but nono of our correspondents report 
great damtige. The thermometer went 
down to ^lu at Alstcad, and ice formed on 
corn leaves, but it was not hurt, and vines 
were not killed. Vines were nipped and 
other crops injured slightly in many val- 
leys. The hot, muggy days of the last of 
the week have been favorable to the 
potato blight, and it is increasing. The 
reports on the damage of the blight aud 
rot vary, but do not indicate a serious 
condition of the croo in this stale. Corn 
is backward in many places, and the cool 
nights hinder the setting of ears. The 
showers of Saturday night moistened up 
the ground aud had a very favorable ef- 
fect, but many of the correspondents re- 
port that a good heavy rain is needed. 
Pastures hold out well. The weather ia 
favorable for seeding, and considerable is 
being done. 


Grain Gathering Hindered. 


Showery conditions have prevailed over 


most of Vermont during the week, mak- 
ing bad weather for gathering grain. It 
was too cool for the season all the first of 
the week, with light general frosts on the 
mornings of the 31st and 22d. Squash aud 
pumpkii 
K -ves were injured, and corn 


leaves marked on low lands, but 110 dam- 
age of amount has been reported. Corn 
aud such crops have been growing slowly, 
and more warm, pleasant weather is 
needed to perfect them. Beans have been 
favorably affected by the weather iu most 
places. 
Scarcity of Water. 


Notwithstanding the generally heavy 


dews, and the local showers on the 21st 
and 21th, there are many sections in east- 
ern Massachusetts where the ground is 
getting very dry, and wells and springs 
are running very low, and in some cases 
are sxhausted. 
The high, warm winds 


that have frequently prevailed have as- 
sisted in drying the top of the soil, and, 
although no crop is suffering seriously, 
nearly all correspondents concede that 
rain will be welcome. Light frosts pro- 
vailed in western counties on the 21st aud 
32d, and in the eastern on the Sid. The 
observer at Concord reports the gross tem- 
perature on the morning of the 2M was 
32°, while in the shelter at an elevation 
of about eight feet it was 3H.8". The only 
damage of account that has been reported 
was at Carver, where some injury resulted 
to cranberries on wild bogs aud on those 
thick with vines. 
The correspondent at 


Wcstflold reports the tobacco crop practi- 
cally all cut and curing well iu the barns, 
except some late fields, which will be har- 
vested this wnek. 
Corn has made good 


progress generally this weak. 
Tomatoes 


are ripening slowly. The second crop of 
grass and forage crops are looking well, 
and some newly seeded pieces have a good 
start. The cool nights and the hot days 
of the last of the week have been favora- 
ble for the increase of the potato disease. 
Apples are falling to considerable extent 
in western districts. 


Ground Very Dry. 


Tender plants were killed in some places 


on low and exposed ground, though no 
damage of any amount has been reported; 
the temperature fell to 45° at Narragan- 
sctt Pier and Kingston. With the excep- 
tion of light showers on the 21st, no rain 
has fallen during the week, and the ground 
is getting quite dry. 


Potato Rot Checked. 


The weather was too cool for most crops 


all the first part of the week in Connecti- 
cut* although it served to hold in check 
the potato rot, and the disease has been 
reported practically at a standstill. Frosts 
were general on the 23d, but no damage 
reported. Only light rains have fallen 
during the week, aud except where the 
rain was heaviest ou the 13th, the ground 
is getting dry. In northwestern counties 
pastures are short and crops need ruin. 
Corn continues to show great growth, but 
the weather is unfavorable for filling and 
it ripens slowly, although one correspond- 
ent iia New Haven county reports the 
crop 10 days ahead of the average. 
Plow- 


ing for rye is in progress? aud the seed is 
being put in; the ground is found in very 
favorable 
condition 
generally. 
Tlie 


weather is favorable for cabbages and tur- 
nips. The week has been generally favor- 
able for tobacco, and a great deal has been 
cut. Apples are dropping to considerable 
extent in some nluces.
